MODERN HOME FILLED 
WITH UNIQUE FEATURES

T his fiveroom home is modern 
and contains m any unique fea­ 
tures. 
. 
The large windows in the liv­ 
ing and m aster bedroom allow 
an abundance of sun an d light 
to enter but the shade tree in 
front of the living room protects 
the furniture from too m uch sun 
and allow s one to look out w ith­ 
out directly facing the glaring 
ravs. 
One of the unusual features is 
the entry way located between 
the front door and th e living 
room. It could be possible for a 
door to be constructed leading 
from the entry w ay directly to 
the kitchen. According to the 
present plan, one 
has to go 
through the dining area to enter 
thp kitchen. 


THE SERVICE PORCH in the 
rear of the kitchen allow s for d i­ 
rect delivery to the kitchen. 
The 
m a s t e r 
bedroom 
is 
equipped w ith a large w ardrobe 
closet and the guest room has 
the sm all conventional kind. The 
hall betw een the two bedrooms 
m akes it easy for occupants of 
either bedroom to enter the bath. 
An interesting feature of the 
m aster bedroom is the large pic­ 
ture w indow s facing the front of 
the house. 
A check of the sketch will 
show th at the living room is 
slightly higher th an the rest of 
the house, giving the entire resi­ 
dence a m assive appearance. 
Flowers 
under 
the 
bedroom 
w indow s and surrounding the 
kitchen add to the b eauty of 
the home. A lthough th e plan 
does not show a garage, one 
could easily be constructed on 
the kitchen side or in th e rear. 
The garage should be a sep ar­ 
ate unit. A pathw ay could easily 


be constructed from th e m ain 
entry door to the drivew ay. 


WITH THE HOUSING problem 
being w hat it is a t the present, 
a common practice is buying an 
old home w ith th e view tow ard 
rem odeling it. This is frequently 
a wise move, but if you’re con­ 
sidering such a plan be sure 
the house is structurally sound 
before you close th e deal. 
The safe procedure is to check 
the dw elling in question th o r­ 
oughly. O ften the most serious 
faults of a house are hidden. The 
foundation may be cracked or 
sunken, th e sills an d floor joints 
often can be inspected from the 
basem ent, although it som etim es 
is necessary to rip up a portion 
of flooring to see them . T erm ite 
dam age u sually can be detected 
by picking a t the wood w ith an 
ice pick. 


IT GENERALLY PAYS to have 
a building expert inspect a house 
under consideration, since he is 
qualified to pass ju d g m en t on 
its true m erits. O ccasionally an 
expert w ill find th a t it is feasible 
to correct even serious flaw s in 
a dw elling by replacing d am ­ 
aged stru ctu ral m aterials. 
Interior rem odeling u s u a l l y 
presents no baffling problem s. 
W alls often can be knocked out 
or p artitions added to effect the 
desired room arrangem ent 
If a 
house h as old fashioned ceilings, 
these m ay be lowered by a p p ly ­ 
ing false ceilings a t the preferred 
height. 
An econom ical m aterial being 
used w idely for such projects is 
building 
b o a r d . 
A vailable in

p r o v i d e s efficient in sulation 
w hile at the sam e tim e serving 
as an interior finish for w alls 
and ceilings.
